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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the contain solid black shading which is not 
permitted (37 CFR 1.84(m). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed firom the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the 
remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of 
the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be 
necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
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international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Downs 
et aL (United States Patent Publication No. 2005/0150508). 

Downs et al. disclose a nail veneer applique comprising a pliable soft vinyl film having 
an adhesive coating on the bottom surface thereof (para 0077) a solvent based ink layer on the 
top surface (para 0063) and a UV cured ink layer applied to the solvent ink layer as a top coat 
(para 0074). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Downs et al. 

The claimed phrase "said solvent based ink layer and said ultraviolet cured ink layer are 
silkscreen printed layers" is being treated as a product by process limitation. As set forth in 
MPEP 2113, product by process claims are not limited to the manipulation of the recited steps, 
only the structure implied by the steps. Once a product appearing to be substantially the same or 
similar is found, a 35 USC 102/103 rejection may be made and the burden is shifted to applicant 
to show an unobvious difference, MPEP 2113.
